; New Yo rk, Dec. 28 (Special).— Tho 
pa rt that women played in the war 
ha s been an indispensab le factor to­ 
wa rd v ictory, and nev er until histor­ 
ia ns hav e written the last chapter of 
the great war story will all that 
wo men hav e done b e fully known 
a nd appreciated. 


This is the opinion of Mrs. Vincent 
Asto r, who after a year and a half of 
aptiv e serv ice with the V 
M. C. A. 
has just returned to this country. 
Apd she prov es'her point b y telling, 
a ltho ug h unwillingly, 
of 
her 
own 
contrib ution, a story that in spite of 
h« r modest narration, is one of de­ 
v o tio n and unflagging faithfulness 
to the enlisted men, a story of man- 
« *1 lab or, of long hours, of drudgery. 
Of organizing, planning, of careful 
¿iecutiv e work. 
Ii is an honorab le 
reco rd, a record to b e proud of, and 
Mrs. Astor calls herself a slack­ 
er for coming b ack so soon, and in- 
a is|s she didn’t do any more than 
ma ny other woman in France. 


Fed Many Daily 


Although she was unwilling to talk 
a bo ut herself personally, for the sake 
of the Y. M. C. A. » he receiv ed re­ 
po rters at her New York home when 
site Came b ack and told the story of 
her wo rk in France, from the b e­ 
g inning when, in July, 1917, she and 
Mrs. Henry Russell (Ethel Borden 
Ha rrima n Russell) handed out cigar­ 
ettes fo r an hour a day, until 1918, 
when at the Y. M. C. A. serv ice house 
a i Bo rdea ux 
the two women had full 
cha rg e o f a 
staff of sixty and full re­ 
spo nsibility for the feeding of two 
tho usa nd soldiers and sailors daily. 
Tha t was how the Y. M. C. A. grew in 
Fia nce a nd that was how Mrs. As- 
^o r’s o wn part in the work dev eloped. 


The care of the Bordeaux house 
f M a Job in itself b ut in addition to 
this, Mrs. Astor had charge of the 
Fomen’s work for the Y. M. C. A. in 
the Second div ision, which cov ered 
twelv e camps in and around Bordeaux 
M *jpt fifty women worker.; b usy 
Iv ery piinute. 
She v aited her camps 
Atery ten days, and reported to Par-

month.

Fried Fggs Popular 


The great American nov el may not 
hav e appeared yet b ut the great 
American v ictual has, and that is, 
» ¿cording to Mrs. Astor’s canteen ex­ 
perience, “ Two from the nest, sun­ 
ny side up.” 


“There’s nothing so tender to a 
doughb oy's heart as a fried egg,” 
faid Mr3. Astor. 
“ He will giv e up 
hia last franc and b orrow another for 
tha t fav orite dish, ev en when he’s 
pot hungry. 
Eggs were expensiv e 
tp France and we ,ljpst heav ily on 
them, b ut ‘Fried Eggs Will Win the 
W ar’ was our motto, and the dough­ 


b oy saw to it that we liv ed up to it. 
The canteen did not pretend to meet 
expenses and our prices were notor­ 
iously low. 
We tried hard to meet 
the needs of the enlisted men at pric­ 
es within priv ates’ pay.” 


Next to the lov e affair b etween the 
American soldier and the fried egg, 
came his passion for lemon meringue 
pie, Mrs. Astor said. 
It was hard­ 
est to make and hardest to eat, b ut 
the soldier was b oss and so the lenv , 
on meringues were forthcoming b y 
the hundreds ev ery day. 
Crullers, 
too, had to b e watched or the dough­ 
b oy would prob ab ly eat more than 
his quota of six and 
depriv e 
his 
b rother in arms of the delicacy. 


Saw Army At War 


These were the things that Mrs. 
Astor learned ab out the AmericiVn 
arm y on leav e as she waitecyon them 
day after day. 
And she, tob , got her 
share of confidences from the men, 
who young and old, regarded an 
American woman nw an angel iroin 
that particular heav en, home, and 
showed their homage 
b y 
opening 
their hearts. 
But she also saw the 
American array at war, when during 
the St. Mihiel fight, she and Mrs. 
Russell jaunted up to the front in a 
tiny automob ile, slept in the v illage 
of Limey in a tent and then went 
out ahead of the b ig American can­ 
non shooting toward Metz, where in 
the roar of guns she saw the Ameri­ 
can b oys trooping b ack, “ pink and 
smiling, as if they were coming in 
from a footb all game.” Fiv e days she 
war there in the thick of things, af­ 
ter which she said she went b ack to 
work at Bordeaux with an increased 
admiration for the soldier that was 
a real inspiration. 


Mrs. Astor did not ser Lieut. As­ 
tor much while she was in Bordeaux, 
although he was statione i near b y, 
b ecause, as she said, they were b oth 
too b usy. 
But that didu’t mean that 
the young American society leader 
lacked for masculine company. 
For 
there were the dances, for one thing. 
There were always a dance at some 
camp or other, where sev eral thous­ 
and soldiers would gather around a 
few dozen girls who had b een re- 
quistioned b y the camp commander 
for the occasion. 


There was much riv alry and much 
cutting in, that good American in­ 
stitution b y which one man may steal 
another's partner and keep her— 
unt ilsomeb ody else cuts in and 
whirls her away. 


This might hav e b een tiresome for 
the girls in question b ut for one 
thing: the “ leathernecks” and gob s, 
according to Mrs. Astor, are excep­ 
tionally good dancers, and nev er once 
did a hob nail spoil the party. 


Mrs. Astor is now urging that the 
wrork of the Y. M. C. A. b e contin­ 
ued. 


“ I hav e seen the magnificent work 
of the organization,” she said, “ and 
I know the need for its activ ities is 
still great. 
It has b een a splendid 
b ig b rother to the soldier. 
There 
may hav e b een local failures, b ut on 
the whole, its work has b een b ig and 
b road and of immense v alue to the 
fighters.”
